a) Device identifiers in Chamberlain et al. was discussed in the telephonic interview as being the software identification. However, since 
references must be considered as a whole, the other reference Wilson teaches device identifiers for example in col. 2, lines 4-39 as being 
the hardware identifiers. 

b) As to the set of code modules, it is taught in Chamberlain et al. reference in col. 4, lines 25-27. 

c) Furthermore, as to a signal indicating the information modification, the reference Chamberlain et al. again teaches this limitation in col. 
3, line 65 - col. 4, line 17; wherein the reference teaches knowledge of application being upgraded or that an upgrade is present for the 
application; herein knowledge of upgrade would require a signal or such mechanism for the upgrade.
